Article 1 - In the village Fatorpa of Quepem Taluka, 
there exists the old Hindu Temple of Shri Shantadurga 
Fatorpenkarina founded by the community of Kshtriya 
Maratha Samaj named Naik Desai who had donated to it 
their landed properties, money etc., for the management of 
the affairs and religious performances of the temple and 
constructed the building of the Devalaya and its filial temples .

Article 2 ( a ) — The General Body of the Devalaya shall 
be composed of the Founder Mahajans mentioned in the 
annexed list and those persons professing Hindu religion 
who may in future be admitted as Mahajans by the Managing 
Committee of the Devalaya irrespective of caste , class , sect . 
or family group to which such person may belong on pay 
ment of such enrolment fee as may be prescribed for the 
purpose by the General Body of the Devasthan which fee 
in no case shall totally exceed Rs. 5001 / - . 

(b ) Any person once enrolled as Mahajan shall enjoy 
equal rights, privileges, honours and obligations alongwith 
all other Mahajans unless he is prevented to enjoy the same 
in terms of these bye - laws or the laws in force . 

Article 3 ( a ) -The right of all Mahajans including of 
those who may be admitted as Mahajans in terms of pre 
ceding article is heriditary and perpetual in the masculine 
lineage and is transmitted from generation to generation 
by consaguinity or by legal and religious adoptions. This 
right becomes effective once a person becomes of major 
age and is duly enrolled as Mahajan including those who 
may be admitted as Mahajans in terms of preceding article. 

( b ) The list of all the Mahajans shall be properly main 
tained by the Managing Committee and a upto date copy of 
the same shall be displayed on the notice -board of the Deva 
laya in the month of January every year. 

Article 4 (a ) — All those professing the Hindu religion , 
irrespective of caste , sect or famly group shall be allowed 
according to usage and customs to render worship in the 
premises of the Devalaya and also to perform religious acts 
to institute festivities and to make donations to the Devalaya . 

(b ) Such acts shall however in no way entitle them to 
claim Mahajanship of the Devalaya, 

Article 5 Eevery Mahajan shall pay to the Treasurer

188 
and 227 resp . He will get 1/6 share of rice , coconuts and 
other eatable commodities offered to the Deity by the Devo 
tees and Mahajans . 

Clause 5 - Vazantris (Group of 4 persons) : Yearly salary 
of Rs. 600 / - for all of them . 

Clause 6 Blacksmith ; Will enjoy the rent of the pro 
perty named Camar Nomos situated at Fatorpa bearing 
matriz no , 331 , 

Clause 7 — Harijans: Yearly salary of Rs. 200 / - will be 
given to them , 

Clause 8 - Mudguri : Yearly salary of Rs. 25 / - and subs 
cription of Re. 1 / - from each woman those will be present 
to celebrate the festivity of Divzam . 


Article 14 - The Administration of the Devalaya shall be 
regulated by these bye -laws and by the " Regulamento das 
Mazanias" in force as well as by any general or special laws 
and regulations applicable or which may be applicable to 
such institution in future . 

( a ) It is prohibited in the temple for any person to smoke, 
to spit, to enter inside any temple with covered feet, drunk 
with any stimulating liquid or any attitude or gesture of 
arranging conflicts or quarrels . 

( b ) It is vested on the General Body of Mahajans the 
powers to resolve the matters inherent to the worship reso 
lution whereof.aare not specifically vested on the Managing 
Committee . 

( c ) Amendments , changes , alterations or modifications of 
legal provisions in these bye -laws will be done by the 2/3 
majority of the body of Mahajans. Notwithstanding the 
above provision , the bye-laws regarding customs and tradi 
tions, possibly will not be changed . 

( d ) The Mahajan / s do not renounce the right which by 
any way they have or may for immovable properties, right, 
shares , active debts etc. which shall be declared as integral 
parts of funds of Devalaya . 

Article 15 - The above constitutional bye - laws and regula 
tions shall come into force within five days after its publica 
tion in the Official Gazette .

Penal and Other Disposition 
Article 13 ( a ) The following are the punishments pres 
cribed for those servants who will not perform his / their duties 
in right manner or disobeying the orders of Mahajan Sabha 
or Managing Committee in relation to Temple Administration , 

Clause 1 The servant who do not comply his / their duties 
he / they shall be punished by the Managing Committee with a 
warning for first time with suspension for the second time 
and for the third time his services shall be terminated by the 
Managing Committee with prior consent of General Body 
of Temple who should decide the issue even in ordinary 
session , 

( b ) The Managing Committee or the General Body shall 
not inflict any penalties on the Mahajans or the employees 
of the Devalaya unless they are given opportunities of being 
heard to defend their case .

prior collection of respective fees as prescribed in Article 11 by 
passing a receipt over a signature of the Secretary of the 
Managing Committee of the Temple . 

( e ) The religious duties or any other religious performances 
shall be performed through the Priest. In case the Priest 
is absent the Purohit will do the same. 

( f) Proceeds of worship not shown in Article 11 , will be 
distributed at 25 % to the Temple Treasury .
